Iwatsuki City is a small town but they are big in dolls. The 


town produces 50 to 60 peHcenkof all the dolls made in Japan. About 
10 percent of the 40,000 population are engaged in the industry. 
The doll manufacturing business started in the area in the early 
17th century and has continued from generation to generation. 


Most of the dolls made today are of the dancing figures based 


on the classical Kabuki characters. A very popular doll for display- 
ing in the homes during the time of the Festival for Boys is one 
named "Shoki", a great Samurai God, who, according to the leg- 
ends, beats devils. Although living in a modern age of automation 
now, the precise work on the dolls still depends on hands and fingers. 
This meticulous handwork prevents greater volume of exports and 
sales but the doll makers say the doll parts made by machines are 
inferior in quality and do not satisfy them.

—was officially recognized re- 
cently as one of the truly 
great performers in the his- 
tory of American sports. 


During a luncheon in Dal- 


las, Tex., Mr. Topperwein was 
toasted into the Texas Sports 
Hall of Fame. A second toast 
honored 
him as the 
first 


shooter ever to be elected to 
such a position. 


If there was a single regret 


during the festivities in Dallas 
it was that Ad could not be 
there. He died five years ago 
in his home in San Antonio, 
Tex. 


But hi:* story bears repeat- 


ing because he was equally as 
great in his sport as Sammy 
Baugh or Jack Dempsey or 
Babe Ruth were in theirs. 


He fell in love with shoot- 


ing at the age of eight, when 
he was presented with a .22 
caliber rifle by his father. 
Within a year, he was hum- 
bling most grownups with his 
phenomenal accuracy. 


After working in a San An- 


tonio crockery shop, Ad went 
to work as a cartoonist for the 
San Antonio Express. Shortly 
before he was 20, Ad won top 
honors in a local talent show 
and George Walker, the show 
manager, was so impressed he 
financed a trip to New York 
City for Topperwein in the 
hope that the big time vaude- 
ville barons would be inter- 
ested. 


But 
vaudeville 
remained 


closed to Ad until he created 
a stir by putting every shoot- 
ing gallery in Coney Island 
out of business. Then vaude- 
ville opened wide, and soon he 
was traveling to every major 
city on the circuit. 


In 1901, the Winchester 


Repeating Arms Co. of New 
Haven. Conn., offered Topper- 
wein a job as an exhibition 
shooter and a year later he 
met his match. 


It was in the pleasant form 


of 
an 
18-year-old 
redhead 


named Elizabeth Servaty—a 
nonshooter. They were mar- 
ried and within a month Eliz- 
abeth was shooting the eyes 
out of tin cans and pieces of 
chalk from the fingers of her 
husband. She became known 
as 
"Plinky" 
because 
she 


would load her rifle and say 
to Ad: "Throw up a tin can 
and I'll plink it." 


Ad and Plinky Topperwein 


became the world's most fa- 
mous 
shooting 
team—with 


Plinky plinking everything in 
sight and Ad combining his 
shooting abilities with his car- 
tooning by etching figures on 
tin sheets with a .22 rifle. 


Ernie Pyle, who considered 


it an honor to call the Topper- 
weins his friends, told how, in 
1907: 


"Ad shot steadily for eight 


hours a day, for 10 days in a 
row. He was firing a .22 rifle 
at 
2 M>-inch wooden 
blocks 


tossed in the air. He shot at 
72,500 blocks, and missed only 
nine.

Terrell's 


chance. Ernie is supposed to 
d e t h r o n e the heavyweight 
champion because he is taller 
—6-6 compared to Clay's 6-2— 
and because he has the longer 
reach (82 inches compared to 
Clay's 79). 


What type of fight will it 


be? Doug Jones and George 
Chuvalo are best qualified to 
answer that. 


Both have lost decisions to 


Clay and Terrell. Jones came 
closer than anyone to beating 
Clay early in Cassius' career 
(1963). 
Chuvalo lost a 15- 


round decision to the cham- 
pion in 1965. 


Terrell defeated Jones in a 


15-round World Boxing Asso- 
c i a t i o n championship last 
June. Six months earlier, he 
decisioned Chuvalo in a WBA 
15-rounder. Both were close 
fights. 


"Clay hasn't fought many 


fighters like Terrell," said 
Chuvalo. "Clay will have to re- 
verse his tactics and be more 
aggressive. 


"Usually, Clay makes most 


of his opponents miss with 
their punches and then he 
counters. He won't be able to 
do that as easily against Ter- 
rell. 


"Billv Daniels, who is built 


like Terrell, gave Clay some 
trouble a few years back. But 
Clay finally got to him and 
beat him. He was tall and 
rangy with an awkward style 
like Terrell's. 


"Clay is stronger than Ter- 


rell and I think this could 
make the difference. Lack of 
stamina might be Terrell's 
downfall. Clay has been fight- 
ing all year—the rest he took 
after the Williams fight won't 
hurt him at all. 


"Terrell is a one-track 


f i g h t e r . At least he was 
against me. He just threw the 
left all night. I thought I had 
him beat. If Clay doesn't take 
the initiative, T e r r e l l will 
have a chance. 


"But I think if Clay stops 


him it will be in the later 
rounds." 


Jones doesn't see the title 


fight quite the same as Chu- 
valo: 


"What does Chuvalo mean 


by aggressive? How can Clay 
be aggressive when Terrell is 
nothing but a holder? What's 
he going to do? Take a .38 out 
of his trunks and make him 
stop holding? 


"There's really no compari- 


son to make in the fight. Sure.

HOUSTON, Tex.—iNEA)—I would like to think that Ernie 


Terrell, the World Boxing Association champion, is going to 
expand his domain and annex the domain of Cassius Clay, 
alias Muhammad All, when they substitute fists for words 
the night of Feb. 6. 


A piece of evidence has come along that could help me 


delude myself. It is a three-minute film clip made three years 
ago. when Terrell was a journeyman heavyweight trying to 
get along by fighting famous men like Gerhard Zech and Jeff 
Davis, and Clay was an unavowed Black Muslim pretender to 
the throne of Sonny Listen. 


The two got together in a ring in Miami Beach, Fla., where 


Clay was in training—ostensibly for two rounds of sparring. 
Angelo Dundee. Clay's trainer, called oft the session after 
the first round for two reasons: Clay was getting pushed 
around, and Cassius had nothing to gain against someone 
with Ernie's style.

"It is valuable." notes Jimmy, "for one reason. The thing 


that shocks everyone is that Terrell takes complete command 
of the entire round." 


True. The film as run for me by Jimmy in the offices of 


Big Fights, Inc., in New York, shows Ernie, known as a 
cautious clutcher, taking the fight to Clay, outjabbing and 
outpunching him, even throwing some right hands and forc- 
ing Clay to be on the defensive most of the time. This docsn t 
conform to the image of Terrell as a conservative who fights 
out of a shell and spends all his time trying to tie up his 
opponent. 


"The amazing part." says Jimmy, "is his attitude of com- 


plete disdain for Clay. He's not at all afraid of him." 


Of course, any evaluation from the films must be mitigated 


by the fact that Clay in the interim has become the heavy- 
weight champion of the world, a picture of confidence, a big- 
ger man physically and surely a better fighter. 


Jimmy agrees, but looks for a good fight. 
"Essentially," he says, "both are counter punchers'. The 


men Terrell has fought and clinched with incessantly are 
fighters like George Chuvalo and Doug Jones, who moved 
straight in on him. Clay is a circler. Because Ernie has this 
disdain, this lack of fear—no matter what the boxing experts 
are saying—I look for Terrell to move right in on him. As 
a result of it, I look for Clay to knock him out." 


Just what I was going to say. Within 10 rounds, if you 


please. 


Just as Cleveland Williams was supposed to have the punch 


to test Clay, Terrell is s u p p o s e d to have the physical 
superiority to annoy the champion. Ernie is four inches 
taller, with a very professional left jab. And the courage of 
having been in the ring with Clay and having done well 
should reinforce his psyche. In all the history of heavyweight 
championship fights, only two other men have actually worn 
gloves against each before meeting for the title. That instance 
was Joe Louis vs. Max Schmeling, who knocked out the Brown 
Bomber two years before they got in the ring for the title. 


Clay, however, has expanded his firepower since Ernie saw 


him glove-to-glove (just as Louis became a better fighter for 
his experience with Schmeling and kayoed the German in one 
round in their return). He throws three punches for every 
one Terrell can muster. He has agility to maneuver around, 
under and inside Terrell's jabs. There are even symptoms 
that when he sets himself, Clay has a killer punch. 


In previewing any Clay fight, you have to divorce judgment 


from emotion, Because he's a blatant draft dodger and, to my 
way of thinking, a dangeroUs bxtrerhist, Clay Is undoubtedly 
the most unpopular champion in history. Absolute imparti- 
ality is impossible where two contestants are involved in a 
sports event, and you're asked to express opinion. People 
want to see Clay the person lose, 99-1. 


But Clay the fighter can be a work of art in action and 


evoke admiration. Ernie Terrell plays a nice guitar, but he's 
not in the same class with the champion as a ringmaster. So 
we'll have to live a little longer with Cassius, or Muhammad.

The Post Office Is At It Again 


The post office Is now put- 


ting out its annual, and habit- 
ual, feelers about a rate 
In- 


crease on mall. Honest, It seems 
like every year just about the 
time Congress comes back to 
Washington the post office gets 
out the crying towel. It's becom- 
ing as regular as the Indians' 
sun dances staged each year a- 
bout tourist time In Arizona. 


The mail service people let it 


be known along Washington's 
grapevine that It would like to 
see first class mall rates jump- 
ed to six cents and airmail to 
nine, with proportionate amounts 
to a 20 per cent increase. A 
rather sizeable one that is In 
these times when Inflation is be- 
ing fought at every turn. 


The average citizen thinks a 


penny Increase will not affect 
him. But he's dead wrong. A large 
bank said, when the five cent rate 
went into effect, that the increase 
would run about $25,000 a year. It 
had to raise the service charge 
on checking accounts, and Mr. Av- 
erage Citizen paid it. Utility com- 
panies also suffered because of 
mass mailing of statements. And 
every store that sends out charge 
accounts Is affected every time 
there Is a rate increase. Indirect- 
ly, everything is affected. Post- 
age Is Included in the cost of do- 
ing business, which in turn, Is 
put onto the selling price of mer- 
chandise whether It be flour, cal- 
ico or auto parts. 


It is to be supposed the post 


office will 
make Us 
annual 


promise of better service. It al- 
ways does. Give us more money, 
the department says, and we'll 
Improve service. The promise 
has been broken too many times 
now for the public to swallow It. 


The post office needs to call in 


a private cost-accounting service 
to run a survey to Increase ef- 
ficiency, just as any private con- 
cern 
would to under circum- 


stances similar to the mail ser- 
vice.

SAIGON, South Vietnam (AP) 


— Explosions and fire, believed 
touched off by Viet Cong sabo* 
teurs did heavy damage today 
to large sections of a huge U.S. 
Army 
ammunition dump near 


Saigon. 


It was the fourth time In a 


little more than three months 
that 
the munitions depot at 


Long Blnh 14 miles north of Sai- 
gon has been hit. 


Fourteen hours after the first 


explosion at 3:25 a.m., smoke 
still poured from many parts of 
the dump. It was still too hot 
and dangerous for U.S. Army 
demolitions experts to enter. 


In war action, U.S. B52 heavy 


bombers staged four raids over 
South Vietnam today for a sec- 
ond straight day. 


American jet bombers flew 


through intense flak Friday to 
pound a major rail yard and 
other targets north of Hanoi for 
the first time In more than two 
weeks of poor weather. 


In all, U.S. pilots flew 57 


bombing missions — about 200 
Individual strikes — against the 
north. Among the forays, Navy 
fliers from three aircraft car- 
riers in the Tonkin Gulf report- 
ed damaging or destroying 16 
cargo barges and junks on the 
coast and In inland waterways. 


In 
South 
Vietnam, ground 


fighting continued on a small 
scale with the U.S. and South 
Vietnamese military commands 
reporting scattered, short en- 
gagements. 


U.S. Marines, 
supported by 


air strikes and artillery bar- 
rages, reported killing 29 Com- 
munists in scattered fighting In 
the northern provinces, mostly 
southwest of Da Nang.

grottoes of American politics 
when there isn't much light, and 
not much wind, either. 


The

to be taking a nap, but aren't 
really, to get ready for more 
frantic days of knifing, maneu- 
vering, and fancy-footwork. 


Democrats and 
Republicans 


are gathering their wits while 
trying to digest President John- 
son's heavy menu of programs, 
freshly 
cooked and, as 
he 


presents them, all essential to 
the national diet and with a 
minimum of gravy. 


A very shrewd chef this year, 


Johnson 
avoided dousing the 


dishes with the salt of exagger- 
ated rhetoric. His language in 
laying his programs before Con- 
gress, although he considers 
them vital, is as plain as ham 
and eggs. 


This new Johnson, who took 


such an unpleasant dip in the 
public opinion polls last fall, is 
something for the members of 
both parties to ponder. He must 
have pondered it himself before 
he changed his style. 


He has been frank, he lias ad- 


mitted his administration didn't 
have all the answers, and he 
has 
treated 
the Republicans 


like brothers although as time 
goes on he knows a lot of them 
will treat him like a third cous- 
in. 


But Johnson's very restraint, 


both in manner and proposals, 
has apparently 
befuddled 
his 


critics who by this time might 
have been expected to be shout- 
ing indignantly at 
what they 


would probably call his audaci- 
ty, or sheer gall. 


This gives him more time to 


serve up unmolested more pro- 
grams 
hot 
from

House kitchen. To be able to 
keep the political babel quiet 
this long, 'particularly in Con- 
gress, proves he is still quite a 
political magician.
